In the very latest 
home papers to hand we note the statement 
that the Commander-in-Chief had advised 
his Sovereign in the sense of abandoning 
tho whole of Manchuria and concentrating 
his entire army of 200,000 men in the 
Trans-Baikal district.

It would appear 
that he is confronted. with a most dificult, 
not to: say a most. perilous task, for 
Russia's bulwark iu the Far East” scenis 
now'to be closely invested by the Japanese, 
and the Russian garrison driven in upon its 
works and shut up. ‘This being. the case, 
‘military experts agree that it will requite 
but a relatively sumall part of the Second 
Army to maintein the siege, leaving a good 
part of this Army for operations elsewhere. 
IL is impossible to judge precisely of the value 
of the statements emanating from St. Peters_ 
burg, but wa. can hardly credit, the sug- 
gestion contained ina Revren’s to‘egram 
which we publish to-day that the announce- 
ment of asouthward movement to relieve 
Port Arthur is intended to conceal a 
general yetreat northward which a strong 
rearguard is demonstratively covering. We 
have to bearin mina the fact that the cap- 
, ture by the Japanese of this Eastern Sevas- 
topol, which appears to be garrisoned accord- 
. ing to the generally accepted estimate, by 
about. 25,000 men, including the sailors, 
would be a tremendous blow to Russian 


Arthur hy famine, or will they speedily 
follow the simple investment, siege, or 
bamtardnweut, by o determined assault ? 
Statements of a most contradictory nature 
bave been published as. to the supplies at 
Port Arthur. Qn the one hand we are told 
that there are searcely three months’ provi- 
sions and not more thun six weeks’ coal 
supplies, while on the other we got the as. 
surance that Port Arthur is -sufliciently 
provisioned to enable the garrison to hold out 
for twalve months, . If there is such a large 
stovk of provisions in the town the suthori- 
ties seem to have well concealed the fact 
from the knowledge of the residents who 
fied before the investment begun. ‘It will 
be remembered that after the first bombard- 
mont, reports came from Port Arthur that 
prices of the ordinary necessaries of life 
advauced enormously, but between that 
date and the investment there was ample 
time to provision Port’ Arthur for a pro- 
longed. siege; and elso to complete or 
strengthen ‘the Jand forts, many of which at 
the outbreak’ of the war were said to be 
unfinished: and unarmed... It seems to be 
generally. expected. in the North that the 
Japanese will altempt the capture of the 


fortress. by assault, aud among the Chisese| 


at Chefoo the fall of Port Arthur is 
regaided us a question of a few days. 
The weakness of Port Arthur is declared to 
be that its land defences are scattered. It 
is suggested that the Japanese could silence 
some one of the onter forts by concentrat- 
ing a crushing fire upon it, and once silenced 
it could be stormed and used to mount guns 
for the reduction: of its nearest neighbours, 
thus opening a way through the ring of 
forts.

Tho Grand Council, the Peling ‘gid Lientsin 
Times says, hes recently issued u circular letter 
fo all viceroys, goveruors aud high officials 
generally pointing out that booksellers and 
publishers in the South haye lately beon actively 
civenlating books and magazines of a. soditions 
character, such us Tho Reformation of China,” 
“The Awakening of China," "The Nev 
Kwangtung ” and “New Hunan,” the “ Freedom 
of China,” “The. Soul of: China,” "The 
Wonders of the Twenty Dynusties,” “Tho 
Reformation of the People,” tho most recent 
publication being “Manchuria at the head of 
New China.” In reading such books the people 
cannot fail to have their feelings stirred and 
their imagination excited, and if such writings 
are sanctioned the general peaco of the ace 
will. be seriously throatened. All this 
not only. contrary to Chitose law, but 
opposed to international laws also, and the 
Grand Council therefore ‘orders the circula- 
tion, of such works to be strictly prohibited _in

It is’ not at all so. certain that the 
operation just porformed on M. Waldeok- 
Rousseau—whose condition continues to be 
most ularming—will save his life, though 
tho ex-Premior is reported lo haye-experienced 
slight relief. - Parisians view M. ‘Waldeck- 
Roussean’s contlition as xe serious, that they arc 
quite prepared for his death; the unfortunate 
man is declared to be beyond recovery, snd to 
operate on him is énly to prolong his terrible 
gufforings. Profound regrit is exprossed by 
everyone for the ex-Promis, o person looked. 
upon by ull classes as a most high-minded and 
distinguished statesman, as well as the first 
advocate'in France. If so illustrious a politician 
passos away, France will aver remember the 
conspicnons part ho played while Premior ; he 
distinguished himself right and left ou several 
occasions, and proved to be the strongest 
Cabinet Minister the’ French had for many 
yoars. Only four years ago he formulated the 
anti-monastic, and the social policy which his 
“heir and sucecssor,” M. Combos, asthe latter 
degeribed himself, carried ont to its inevitable 
Again, if th revision of the 
Dreyfus trial was the work of the present Pro- 
aident of the Chamber, M. Brisson, it was 
not the less: M. Waldeck-Roussenu who bore 
the brunt’ of the ugitation, in his capacity’ 
as France's Premier. The great spooch on the 
future educational policy of the country, and 
the necessity, for a comprelionsive Law on 
Religious Associations delivered at Toulouse 
by -M, Waldeck Rousseau, shortly after the 
sensational triol at, Rennes, is still green in 
the minds of most peopl.

7 AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY FOR MINERS. 
The French Government ia ever ready to do 
all it cau to reduco the torrible hardships of 
miners at work in yarious parts of the country. 
Tho prosont investigation into the hows of 
inbour in Fronch mines is looked upomas a very 
salut measure, and one likely to add to the 
comfort of the hard-toiling community. French 
miners are. patiently waiting for ‘an eight houre’ 
workday, and the State is not unwilling to 
nt thix request, provided it is carried out 
dually, However mine-owners sre © posed 
to a reduction in the hours of labour, alleging 
that. if that takes place, an. increase in tho 
importation of forsign coals must follow. The 
ides of having relays of men, for day and night 
work, is not practicable, in France'nt least, where 
hands ’are scarce. Tho commission entrusted 
with investigating the mining problem cannot 
go ahead as fast as it would like, as figures 
sent in to them are not quite reliable. Re- 
ports to hand point that long hours 
{exceeding 10} hours) aro next to unknown 
in the Nord and Pas-de-Calais minos, which 
are the two most important in Franco; the 
same remark applies to the bassin de la 
Loire, Long hours prevail in the Montceau 
and Chalon mines, situated in the department of 
the Saono-et-Loire, as well as at these of Alanis 
and Bosstges in the Midi. It is estimated that 
some 43,000 minors, work, Jess than 9 hours; 
another 41.000 from {) to 94; 14,000 from 9% to 
10 hours; 11,000 from 10 to 1L; and 3,000 from 
li to 12 hours., Consequontly short hours pre- 
dominate. -The average number of working 
hours daily in each mininy district is as 
follows :—94 for Arrus; } hes. 14 m. for Douai: 
9 hrs, 20m. for Toulouse ; 9 luys.31 m. for the 
Selno-et-Oiso; 9 hrs. 41 m. for St. Etienne; 
and ‘10 hrs. 10 m. for Alais, French minors are 
a vory. determined body’ who . appreciate fair 
treatment: if befooled, they soon become 
voritable furies, as recent riots have shown. The 
quostion of shorter honys will not be suttled for 
some time to come; uot the less, the condition 
| of miners is well looked after by the Govern- 
ment; tho Jattor is only too atixious that French 
minors should bo on a level with their comrades 
in other countries, so far as that ia possible. 
Unfortunately, the difficulties in the- way of 
French reforms. ure perhaps greater than 
elsowhero; that alone must. be taken into con- 
sideration. 
NATURALISATION STATISTICS. 
Naturalisation statistics are always more or 
less interesting, uud those just published, for | 
1903 are no exception to thix rule. The num- 
ber of French nuturalisations for last year, was 
2,130, denoting a falling-off of 66,- as compared 
with 1902. Of these 2,130 applicants, 1,564, or 73 
per cent, wera men, and 566, or 27 per cant., 
women. Of the former 93,per cont. had lived 
in Franca for more than ten years, and only 7 
per cent. less than ten yoars, Of the rest, 
268—thaot is slightly under 20 per cont.—were 
born in France, and 1,278 abroad. Forty-two 
ebtnined naturalisation in France, after one 
‘year's admission to domicile, hecause they had 
married French women. ; The classification of the 
peeone naturalised was :—English, 17, or about 
per cont.; Germans, 85, or about 35 per cent.; 
Belgians, 362, or shout 24 per cont.; Spaniards, 
68; or shout 44 per cont.; Swiss, 63, or about 4 
per cont; Russians, 59,or 4 per cont.; Austrians, 
32, or about 2 per cent.; Greeks, 8, or about.4 
per cent; Hungarians, 5, or about 1/3 per cont.; 
Poles, 5, about the same porcentago; other 
nationalitios, 50, or about 33 per cent.
